ROADCASTING in the Free State has 
B undergone avast change during the 
past few months. New blood has been 
infused into the service, and, from what I 
hear, still further administrative changes are 
at present under official consideration. — 
understand that Dr. T. J. Kiernan, the 
Director of Broadcasting, has many plans in 
hand for improving the quality of the pro- 
grammes broadcast from the Dublin Studio, 
and I am aware that the public reaction to 
the attempts already made to brighten and 
raise the standaid of the matter broadcast 
has been swift and sure. There is now hope 
for Irish broadcasting. For years hope had 
been quenched by official apathy, and the 
people most likely to be of service to the 
broadcast programme turned away in disgust 
at the blatant way opportunities were 
frittered away. However, the Government 
would now seem to have wakened up to the 
vast potentialities of the broadcasting 
service, Its national advantages are becomin 3 
apparent. This realisation means that the 
service is coming in for more official atten- 
tion, although the amount of money voted 
for the service is, in my opinion, still totally 
inadequate. However, I do not intend at 
this stage to discuss the politics of radio, but 
rather to stress the point that Imsh listeners 
are now beginning to take the Irish broad- 
casting service seriously. No longer do 
we ~ hear would-be’ purchasers of a 
radio receiver ask the question: ‘ Will 
this set cut out Dublin?” People 
are now asking: “Will this set give 
me good quality reproduction of the Athlone 
Station’s transmissions?’® This tendency to 
look for our radio ‘entertainment at «me, 
rather than from abroad, is significant of the 
new confidence placed in Irish broadcasting, 
and it is one of the main reaséns why radio 
licence figures continue to mount higher each

PRAYERS. FOR PEACE

It seemed to him that the prospects of 
peace were slightly more hopeful to- Bem 
they were a week ago, said the Rev. Bolton 
C. Waller, addressing a meeting held under 
the auspices of the Irish Christian Fellow- 
ship Movement at the Hall, 55 Molesworth 
street, Dublin, yesterday. The meeting was 
the second of a series of prayer meetings 
held to pray for peace and the adverting of 
the threatened war between Italy and 
Abyssinia. 

he Rev. Mr. Waller said that he had no 
inside information, but the general impres- 
sion one gathered from reports in the papers 
was that peace prospects were more hopeful. 
Reviewing happenings—favourable and un- 
favourable—of the last week, he said the first 
satisfactory thing was that up to the present 
there had been no rupture in the League of 
Nations. It did look as if Italy were 
going to withdraw; but now, for the first 
time, Italy had consented to yo up her case 
against Abyssinia before the League Council. 
That case was severely and provocatively 
worded, but, nevertheless, it showed that 
Italy recognised the League and its Council. 
The fact that the case was being examined 
by the League Council meant that there was 
a fresh chance of a settlement before the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

Another factor of great advantage was 
that the whole Assembly of the ‘League was 
now meeting in Geneva, and that there were 
there representatives of many countries not 
on the Council who could make their views 
heard. He recalled that on two fievious 
occasions when cases appeared insoluble they 
were solved by reason of the fact that the 
full Assembly was in session at the time, 
and the same thing might happen now, 

It was also of great advantage to have in 
the League the Spanish representative, 
Senor Madariaga, a whole-hearted supporter 
of the: League, and Dr. Benes,» of Czecho- 
slovakia, probably the Foreign: Minister in 
Europe longest in office, also an ardent sup- 
ego Ae the League. These two men could 

relied upon to. do everything they could 
to bring about a settlement. 

It was also advantageous that Mr. de 
Valera had been appointed Chaiman of the 
sixth Commission. He was, at any rate, 
disinterested, and could be relied upon to do 
everything for peace. 

hat was apparently happening in Geneva 
was that Italy was realising far more than 
‘rae gar a that public opinion of the great 
sulk of nations in the world was arrayed 
against her and that she would have to take 
that into account. But the staving off of a 
rupture might not be altogether an advantage. 
They were drawing near the end of the rainy 
season and to the time when movements of 
military could ‘take place, and in his view 
unless there was a settlement in the next 
seventeen days things were much worse, and 
very likely the war would start, It might 
be Mussolini’s policy and good tactics to get 
the League of Nations’ people talking until 
he was. able to move his army. 

In this peace talk there. was always the 
danger of a settlement being forced on 
Ethiopia which would be so favourable to 
Italy that it would practically give them 
control of the country without fighting—giv- 
ing Italy a Protectorate. If the police and 
patrol service were to be controlled. by Italy, 
the Abyssinian independence remaining would 
be very small. While they all prayed and 
longed for peace. it must not be a peace that 
meant one State giving way all along the 
— to the other to prevent a destructive 

Prayers for peace were said and hymns 
sung, and the meeting concluded with the 
singing of the Doxology.
